SEPTEMBER RAINS WERE THE! 
CAUSE OF SOME DAMAGE | 


A Little Early Vet for Final Estimates ; 
on Total Extent of Crop, but the Av-.

Ottawa.—A bulletin issued by the! 
census ind statistics office covers the! 
crop condition in Canada for the, 
month ended September 30. It states; 
that during this inonih wet weather} 
continued to prevail over most paris | 
of Canada, especially over the pro} 
vinces of Quebec, Ontario and Mani-! 
toba, At Sept. 30, large areas of! 
grain both in the east nad in the west | 
were «till either uncut or were ex-! 
posed to the wet in stook. Much ! 
damuge has been caused by sprouding 
and in the north-west provinces sec: ! 
ond growth has in numerous instances | 
caused uneven ripemng and conse | 
quent lowering of grade, Frost during | 
September in these provinces did some ~ 
damage, but as a rule only late crops | 
including flax, were seriously affect- 
ed. In paris of Southern Oniario the! 
ground is so wei that many farmers 
have abandoned the sowing of the fall 
wheat for next year. 4 | 

The estimates of the vield publish: ; 
ed a month ago could only be regard: | 
ed as of preliminary value, because | 
in consequence of the bad weather and | 
late sensons harvesting operations | 
had made so little progress. | 

The new estimates of yield obtain. | 
ed from correspondents at the end of | 
September confirm generally the pre | 
vious estimates for most of the crops, 
but inasmuch as very little threshing 
had been possible and large areas of! 
the grain were si{ll unharvested, it is) 
feared that the final estimates after! 
‘completion of the threshing, may turn} 
out lower than the figures now given.! 
For spring wheat the estimated pro- | 
duction is 188,816,600 bushels, as com- | 
pared wth 189,904,500 bushels last}

When the seaman retires from the 
navy he is entitled to a pension, but 
it is very small, indeed. The pension 
amounts to only one cent a day for 
each year spent in the service. That 
is to say, the sailor who had served 
for 20 years would receive only 20 
cents a day. Other grievances relate 
to the severity of punishments and to 
the fact that when any seaman is for 
any reason reduced to the ranks, h's 
case is disposed off summarily by the 
captain, who ie often prosecutor and 
judge as well. The seaman cannot 
have the benefit of court-martial. 


~ RAISING LIVE STOGK 


Grain Growing Alene is Not Adequate 
In Southern Manitoba 

It takes time to change from grow- 
grain to raising livestock and 
dairy cattle. But southern Manitoba 
fs being both induced and forced into 
the change. The crops in the last 
three years have not been as good 
as they used to be, and the demand 
for all kinds of smal) food products 
from markets like Winnipeg and from 
the new settlers in Saskatchewan and 
‘Alberta has been such as to prove the 
profitableness of feeding grain and 
fodder instead of growing grain alone. 
The result is that many sa station 
platform is decorated with .on-gallon 
milk cans these days, waiting to be 
rushed to city dairies or to be con- 
sumed by a local creamery or cheese 
factory. Last year the district be 
tween Winnipeg and Morden, which is 
merely the central portion of Mant 
toba, marketed 6,472 head of caitlc 
3,790 horses, and 10,338 hogs, an in 
crease of nearly twenty per cent. in 
every department over the previous 
yar. In dairy products he Manitoba 
farmer last year sold 200.000 pound. 
more butter than in 1910, and realized 
over $200,000 more for his work. 
Creameries produced and sold nearly 
400,000 pounds more butter than in 
1910, and comparing total receipts for 
the two years for dairy producis, over 
$1,636,000 was received in 1911, as 
againet $1,372,000 in the previous year. 
This season will see further increases 
fa these items.

The New Rural Municipal

(Continued from third page. ) 
makes ample provision whereby they 
may protect themselves, ' 

In some localities where the existing 
rate of taxation is quite low, it might be 
a very good investinent for the Municipal 
organization to raise the rate of taxation 
in order that they inight get more im- 
provements, It might also be very good 
business for certain Monicipalities to 
issue debentfires and borrow money, 
The borrowing of money required need 
not place such a heavy burden on the 
Municipality as would probably appear 
to some. For example, take a Munici- 
pality where the land is valued at $10 
per acre and suppose the sum of $20,000 
is borrowed. This would place an in- 
deltedness of less than 10c per acre on 
each acre of land in the Municipality, 
less than $16 per quafter section, and 
there would Le a period of twenty years 
at least in which to repay this amount, 
and the Municipality ia prohibited from 
paying a- higher rate of interest than 6 
percent. This being the case, ‘$20,000 
would not be a véry heavy burden for 
the Municipality, even making allowance 
for considerable land not subject to 
assessment. $20,000 would in many 
Municipalities put the roads in very 
good shape, and it would enable the im- 
provements required to be made imme- 
diately, instead of taking quite a number 
of years by means of the current reve- 
nue. Even debentures of much larger 
amounte would not impose a very heavy 
burden on the Municipality and might 
easily be a very good investment. For 
exainple $50,000 would make provision 
for a great deal of permanent improve- 


>}mente and yet it would not place a debt 


on the Municipality of more than 25c 
per acre or $40 per quarter section, with 
at least twenty years in which to repay 
it. In many cases the ratepayers would 
he amply repaid by the time eaved in 
going to and from market on account of 
the improvements inade, If for instance 
a fariner was able to make three trips to 
town qo the work that now requires five 
tiw expenses saved would soon meet any 
iucrease in taxation that would arise 
from ‘an ineresse in rate, or from bor- 
rowing an amoutit such as mentioned 
above, In dealing with thie. matter it 
inight be pointed out that the provisions 
of the Act allowlig a debt to be incurred
